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PRESENTED  TO  THE  CONTRIBUTORS  AT  THEIR  ANNUAL  MEETING 
HELD  JANUARY  14,  1870. 

The  Contributors  will  be  gratified  to  learn  that  continued  success 
has  attended  every  department  of  tlie  Hospital  during  the  past  year. 

The  cases  treated  in  the  wards  during  1869  were  121,  including 
26  remaining  from  the  previous  year.  The  visits  to  the  Dispensary 
numbered  5323,  of  which  2442  were  paid  by  new  patients. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  amounted  to  $3135.26,  an  amount  less 
by  $1 152.24  than  that  received  during  1868.  The  e.xpenditure  was 
$4956.38  against  $4572.12  for  1868,  an  increase  of  $383.66,  to  meet 
which  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  borrow  from  the  permanent 
fund. 

We  bring  these  facts  before  the  Contributors  and  the  public,  to 
correct  an  erroneous  impression  which  prevails  among  many,  that 
the  Hospital  is  amply  supported  and  richly  endowed.  This  is  far 
from  being  the  case.  The  Children’s  Hospital  is  almost  entirely 
dependent  on  the  yearly  contributions  of  its  patrons,  nearly  all  the 
permanent  fund  not  devoted  to  special  objects  having  been  e.xhaustecl 
in  the  erection  and  furnishing  of  the  Hospital  building.  Without 
increased  means  of  sup])ort  the  growth  of  the  Hospital  will  not  only 
be  prevented,  but  its  actual  existence  jeopardized.  We  confidently 
anticipate,  however,  that  a  knowledge  of  these  facts  will  stimulate 
the  friends  of  the  Hospital  to  renewed  and  more  systematic  exer¬ 
tions,  and  that  during  the  present  year  the  deficiency  of  the  past 
will  be  more  than  supplied. 

During  the  year  many  improvements  calculated  to  promote  the 
comfort  of  the  patients  and  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  building 
have  been  completed.  The  Dispensary,  formerly  on  the  first  floor, 
has  been  removed  to  the  basement,  thereby  affording  not  only  more 
accommodation  for  out-patients  and  increased  clinical  facilities, 
but  also  greater  ward  room  for  the  in-patients.  Other  minor 
improvements  connected  with  the  household  arrangements  have 
added  much  to  the  convenience  and  system  of  the  Hospital. 

In  this  connection  we  earnestly  desire  to  direct  the  attention  of  the 
Contributors  to  the  great  need  of  a  Summer  Retreat  or  Home,  to 
which  convalescents  and  those  not  so  ill  as  to  require  admission 
into  the  Hospital,  may  be  sent  to  recruit  their  strength,  or  to  avert 
long  and  perhaps  dangerous  illness.  During  the  protracted  heat  of 
summer  there  fall  uiider  the  notice  of  our  Physicians  many  cases  in  the 
Wards,  and  a  still  larger  number  at  the  Dispensary,  to  whom  even  a 
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fow  days’  chanrre  from  the  stifling  lieat  of  tlie  city  to  a.  pure  and  wliole- 
some  country  air  would  proven  Imon  of  i>riee]ess  value.  Especially 
does  this  remark  ap[)ly  to  cases  of  disease  depending  on  exhanstecl 
vital  energy,  and  to  the  various  forms  of  digestive  and  strumous 
disorders.  To  such  the  Ijenefit  from  a  short  sojourn  in  the  country, 
or  preferahly,  in  the  tonic  and  bracing  air  of  the  sea.-side,  would  be 
incalculable.  Heretofore  we  have  Ijeen  obliged  to  adopt  partial  and 
temporary  measures  for  the  relief  of  these  cases,  and  convalescents 
liave,  at  consideraljle  inconvenience  to  the  household,  and  not  with¬ 
out  risk  to  themselves,  Ijeen  sent  on  short  trips  to  suljurban  locali¬ 
ties,  or  by  steamljoat  to  i)oints  along  the  river. 

Impressed  with  the  necessity  for  the  establishment  of  some  per¬ 
manent  plan  to  meet  this  want  and  to  obviate  these  dilficnlties, 
several  Contributors  have  already  given  large  sums  expressly  for 
a  Country  Place  within  easy  access  of  the  city.  Over  $1200  of  the 
IJcrmanent  fund  is  for  this  ol)jeet.  The  liberal  donation  by  a  lady 
of  this  city,  of  a  lot  at  Atlantic  City,  jdaces  at  our  disposal  a  lo¬ 
cality  admirably  situated  for  a  Summer  Retreat,  combining  the  ad¬ 
vantages  of  bracing  sea  air  and  salt-water  bathing,  so  essential  to 
the  convalescence  of  children. 

Sea-side  establishments  for  convalescent  children  already  exist  in 
England  and  France,  and  have  proved  eminently  successful.  One 
connected  with  the  Children’s  Hospital  of  London,  at  Mitcham,  in 
Surrey,  has  Ijeen  in  o])eration  for  several  years.  In  18GG,  there 
were  received  at  this  Retreat,  which  contained  but  30  beds,  over 
two  hundred  children  at  an  expense  of  only  $3000.  Another  and 
larger  seaside  hospital  at  ^Margate,  in  England,  has  done  much  good 
Ijy  affording  sea  air  and  bathing  for  the  treatment  of  various  forms 
of  scrofula  in  children  and  adults.  Ry  far  the  largest  establishment 
has  been  recently  completed  at  Ronlogne-snr-lMer,  which,  by  afl'ord- 
ing  room  for  the  convalescents  from  the  Parisian  Hospitals  for 
Children,  has  been  found  of  inestimable  advantage  in  the  ju'evention 
of  crowding  and  tlie  spreading  of  eijidemic  and  contagions  disease. 

AVe  present  these  facts  to  the  Contributors  and  earnestly  com¬ 
mend  the  subject  to  their  consideration,  in  the  hope  that  their 
liberality  will  enable  ns  to  carry  out  this  much  needed  adjunct  to 
our  Hospital. 

The  Lady  Visitors  continue,  as  heretofore,  to  lavish  nnw'earying 
kindness  on  the  patients,  and  by  their  careful  and  judicious  super¬ 
vision  of  the  household  have  done  more  than  ever  to  promote  the 
eflieiency  of  tlie  Hospital. 

To  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  to  the  Matron,  Mr.s.  Thompson, 
and  the  Chief  Xurse,  Miss  Hays,  are  due  our  thanks  for  the  zeal 
and  tidelily  with  which  they  have  discharged  their  several  duties.
